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EARLY DAYS OF BODE. 
Aft Interesting Histery ef the Camp— 
How the Man whe gave His Name 
to the Camp Died. 


i [Bodie Standard.) 

Judge H. Kever was over from 
Aurora Monday, for the first time in 
eight or nine years. He is perhaps 
the oldest pioneer in this section, 
having come to the placers at Dogtown 
in 1859, soon after they were struck. 
He was also one of the first prospec- 
tors at the Mono.diggings, which were 
located in the month of July, 1859. 
Here ditches were dug, locations 
made and cabins built. In the fol- 
lowing May these claims proved to be 
very rich and $100 per day was taken 
out to the man. W. S. Bodie, dis- 
coverer of Bodie district, was with 
Judge Kever, both at Dogtown, and 
later at the Mono diggings, 
but he and another party 
left and came over this way 
on a prospecting trip. In Octo- 
ber, Bodie and Taylor carried to 
Mono several sacks of dirt, and, as 
this dirt made very handsome returns, 
they soon came ‘beck to their camp 
near this place to prospect further. 
This caused a great many tocome over 
to what is now Bodie district, and a 
sight survey was made, to see if it was 
possible to bring the water from Vir- | 
ginia creek, but it was thought im- 
possible, so the idea was abandoned. 
A greater portion of those who came 
over then returned to Mono. In No- 
vember, 1861, there was a very severe 
snow storm, and Bodie and ais part- 
ner, getting scarce of ‘provisions, went 
over to the Mono settlement to get a 
fresh supply. The snow being too 
deép for animals to travel, they took 
ali they could carry on their backs, 
and again started over in this direc- 
tion. When about three miles from 
camp Bodie gave out, and told his 
partner to go on and endeavor to get 
through. His partner, becoming well 
satistied that nothing could be gained 
by remaining, left Bodie well wrapped 
up in his blankets, and, after suffering 
great hardships, he succeeded iu reach- 
ing his camp. Next day the partner, 
and a man who had been left in charge 
of the cabin, returned to the spot 
where Bodie has been left, and found 
him frozen to death. They packed 
him in on their shoulders and buried 
him near the town site of this place. 
The ore which wus carried by Bodie 
and his party to Mono was obtained 
on the south side of Silver City, nearly 
opposite this place. Very little water 
was to be had, but the few who suc- 
ceeded in getting a little made an 
ounce a day tothe min. Uncle Billy 
O'Hara lived here at that time and 
lid as much as anyone toward keeping 
this district alive. What is now 
known as the Standard mine was 
ulmost entirely owned by him, and he 
gave a couple of mioers the privilege 
of going to work, and A anything 
wus struck they should pay him $1700 
for the claim, but if- nothing was 
found he should receive nothing and 
the miners weuld be out their labor. 
Silas B. Smith and Levy & Co. of 
Aurora, also did a great deal towards 
assisting prospectors in this section, 
and deserve much credit. About three 
years ago a very rich ledge was struck 
in the Standard mine and an arastra 
was put up and ina very short time 
the owners cleared $40,000. Soon 
after this the Standard was sold to 
the parties who incorporated it, and 
who now own it. :
